H arrisburg. Feb. 5 t/P) — Pennsyl­ 
vania's general assembly came back 
to work today after a two-week’s 
“brrathing-spell" recess to give Gov­ 
ernor John S. Pine time to spell out 
the new administration’s legislative 
program. 
A three-day session this week was 
in prospect, with some adminstra­ 
tion legislation expected to be pre­ 
sented. including bills to set up a 
state civil defense commission and 
to take first steps toward revising 
the state's constitution. 
C abinet D eadlock 
Tile bulk of the adminstration 
program, however, Including meas­ 
ures to raise $120,000,000 in new 
taxes, is expected to b e ‘held up 
until Fine submits the common­ 
wealth’s budget for the next two 
years. The budget may be submitted 
late in February or early March. 
Mast interest of the week’s ses­ 
sion will center in the Senate in 
the deadlock over confirmation of 
the governor's cabinet, The dispute 
revolves around Fine’s effort to re­ 
tain Charles J, Margiotti as attor­ 
ney general, without Senate con­ 
firmation, under a commission is­ 
sued by Former Governor James H. 
Duff. 
Tile civil defense bill would give 
legal status to the home defense 
program which has been function­ 
ing for some time. The measure pro­ 
poses wide powers to state and local 
officials to cope with any situation 
that might arise during a war 
emergency. 
The 
constitution 
revision 
bill 
would start the long process toward 
revising the commonwealth's 87- 
year-old fundamental law. It would 
set up machinery for the voters this 
fall to elect possibly IOO members 
of a constitutional revision com­ 
mittee. Should voters approve, the 
committee would arrange for a con­ 
vention next year to draft the new ( 
constitution, with a view of sub­ 
mitting it to the voters at the 1952 
election. 
The administration may also sub­ 
mit its draft of FEPC legislation 
setting up a commission to ban job 
discrimination because of race, color 
or creed. Similar legislation has 
touched off hot debate in recent ses­ 
sions 
without 
any 
action 
being 
taken. 
On the cabinet deadlock, Demo­ 
crats. holding the balance of power 
on confirmations, insist that Fine 
should submit the appointment of 
an attorney general. So far, they 
have held up confirmation of all 
members of the executive's cabinet. 
The Senate lineup is 30 Republicans 
and 20 democrats, with votes of 
four Democrats necessary* to con­ 
firm appointments.

In every montl\,of tlje year there 
is important service a cold frame 
can render to a garden. Iii the 
spring it is a nursery for younger 
plants; under its protection vege­ 
tables and flowers can be started 
weeks earlier than they could be 
sown outdoors; and guarded from 
belated frosts until time to set 
them in the garden. 
Any one who can wield a saw and 
hammer can make a cold frame. It 
is usually made 3 by 6 feet, or some 
multiple of this, for the reason that 
standard hot-bed sash are of these 
dimensions. This standard sash may 
be used for both hot-beds and cold 
frames, which are alike except that 
the cold frame is unheated. But a 
cold frame (or a hot-b<xl either) 
may be any size you wish, to fit old 
windows, or frames covered with 
one of the modern glass substitutes. 
These glass substitutes are worth 
considering. They do not break, and 
the breakage of glass in windy lo­ 
c a le s is sometimes considerable. 
They are much lighter than glass, a 
merit 
which 
women 
appreciate. 
They do not let in aa much light 
as glass, but for growing seedlings 
they let in enough.

The substitutes most commonly 
used consist either of wire screens 
covered with material resembling 
celluloid, or fabrics treated with 
wax to make them waterproof, and 
let more light through. 
The frame of a cold-frame should 
be constructed according to the plan 
herewith of I-inch boards, of cy­ 
press, white pine or some wood 
which resists rot. Then dig a hole 
in the ground slightly larger than 
the size of the frame and a foot 
deep. Into this hole put the frame 
so that the front is 4 inches above 
the surface, and the rear, 9 inches. 
It must slant toward the south, 
where the winter sun shines. It is 
well to hinge the sash at the top of 
the frame, so it can be easily opened 
for transplanting purposes and air­ 
ing. 
A sunny spot in the garden, pro­ 
tected as much as possible from 
the full forces of winds and driving 
rain, is the best situation for the 
cold frame. It may be too cold now 
to dig in the garden, but the sash 
may be procured and the lumber 
frame made, so that when the first 
warm days arrive you are ready for 
serious gardening.

Planted in early May, blooms ap- j 
pear in mid-summer and continue 
until September. 
Among the most fragrant of sum­ 
mer bulbs are the beautiful Tube- I 
roses. Bulbs should not be planted 
outdoors until all danger of frost 
is past and the soil is warm. Many 
growers prefer to pot bulbs singly 
in ordinary clay pots or plant bands 
in early March or even in late Feb­ 
ruary and keep the plants thriving 
in a greenhouse or cold frame tm til 
warm weather and then shift them 
to their growing place without dis­ 
turbing the roots. This transplant­ 
ing may be delayed until early June 
if necessary. Tuberoses bloom con­ 
tinuously until fall. They are excel­ 
lent as cut flowers. 
Pancratiums are not widely known, 
Yet, despite their lack of recogni­ 
tion, they are easy to grow and pro­ 
duce pure white flowers in July and 
early August, somewhat resembling 
peonies, They may be grown in 
much the same m anner as gladiolus 
bulbs Bulbs should toe TRfcpn up be­ 
fore freezing weather and stored in 
a dry, moderately warm place over 
winter. Multiplication is rapid.

NOTES ON FLOWERING BULBS 
Amaryllis bulbs potted any time 
from fall until late winter, one vig- 
orus bulb to a pot, bring a wealth 
of indoor color in 6 to 8 weeks. Few 
Indoor bulbous flowers are so easy 
to grow. To have a continuation of 
bloom, bulbs should be potted every 
two weeks, If planted in a fertile, 
well drained outdoor bed from late 
March until late Mav, gorgeous 
flowers will result in late .summer 
and early fall.
